It was certain that no unio n leader wo uld 
make the first mo v e because o f this circumstance, 
ev en tho ugh dreading the ultlme co nsequences o f In­ 
flatio n. 
The respo nsibility wo uld be left to management, 
which is the first to be aware o f co nsumer realstano e 
to prices. 
That awareness recently has been sharp­ 
ened by ev idence o f a decline in ability to buy. 
It 
has been fo llo w« ! by the first mo v es In a manage­ 
ment driv e to stabilise wages and prices. 
Numero us nego tiatio ns between management and 
unio n labo r are stalled because management refuses to 
appease wage bargainers with higher pay rates fo r 
the same o r lesser amo unts o f wo rk. 
An epidemic 
o f strikes is being threatened by unio n .spo kesmen in 
retaliatio n fo r this effo rt to stabilise 
wages and 
prices 
No o ne wants strikes, but as between strikes and a 
third ro und o f wage Increases, tha strike* might be 
preferabtt—if that's the price the co untry nmfet 
pay fo r pro v ing what ev erybo dy kno ws is true. Wages 
can t go higher fo rev er unless prices can go higher 
I o re v c r. And they can t. 


Back To The Beginning 
The certainty that President Truman will hav e 
to *use the full po wer o f the natio nal go v ernment again 
to av ert a railro ad tie up co mpletes a White Ho use 
cycle. 
There was a time when Mr. Truman beho v ed he 
co uld ho ld the new deal's labo r suppo rt in line by 
playing bell with the right labo r leaders. 
No o ne 
can say he didn't try. But o n May 36, 1946. an em­ 
bittered chief executiv e asked co ngress fo r autho rity 
to draft strikers into the armed fo rces, o btain in­ 
junctio ns against the go v ernment. 
A railro ad strike 
had made him lo se his temper co mpletely. If ijeo ito r 
Taft had no t blo cked its passage, the mo st drastic 
labo r legislatio n ev er pro po sed to co ngress wo uld hav e 
been rushed thro ugh In a m atter o f a few ho ur« . 
Unio n labo r nev er lo o ked o n Harry Truman with 
lav o r again after that episo de.

tired to pursue his quest fo r kno wledge. 
Already he 
had Inv ented a siev e, fo unded the fo rerunner o f the 
American Philo so phical so ciety, written sev eral bo o ks 
« 1 apho risms, laid the fo undatio ns fo r the first public 
library, serv ed as deputy po stmaster fo r the co lo nies 
and impro v ed Philadelphia's street Ughtlng 
In the years to co me, he was to perfo rm ht> fam­ 
o us experiments with electricity, serv e In many ca­ 
pacities in the co lo nial go v ernment, help draft the 
Co nstitutio n, help nego tiate the peace with Britain 
and serv e as ambassado r to France. One o f his last 
public acts was to sign a memo rial to co ngrns a king 
the abo litio n o f slav ery. Franklin's imputatio n hasn't 
lo o t its luster with the years.

the wo rds “Ecto pic Pregnancy.” 
In the usual circumstances, the 
baby gro ws in his mo ther's uterus 
o r wo mb, a structure ideally suited 
to shelter and no urish the dev elo p­ 
ing child. 
But, so rnetlines, fo r reaso n» « till 
unkno wn, the new being begin* his 
gro wth in the fallo pian tube, where 
he has neither space no r the blo o d 
supply needed fo r full dev elo pment. 
TLL is the co nditio n kno wn as ec­ 
to pic pregnancy.» 
As a rule, the patient will hav e 
missed o ne o r mo re o f tl*e regular 
perio ds and will believ e that she is 
pregnant. 
Ho wev er, she do es no t feel well 
and will hav e co licky pains in the 
lo wer part o f the abdo men fro m 
time to time 
She also * may feel 
faint o n o ccasio ns. 
This co nditio n is difficult to diag­ 
no se. In so me cases, there is sev ere 
internal bleeding because the tu be' 
ruptures. Ho wev er, while the symp­ 
to ms will indicate that there is !1 
so me co nditio n o f the abdo men that 
requires emergency treatment, its 
exact nature may no t be suspected 
these instances, immediate o p- 


o! Pregnancy 


On the o ther hand, when the 
sympto ms are po t so sev er, there 
is o ften a tendency to wait to see 
what dev elo ps rather than to carry 
o ut an immediate o peratio n. 
In such instances, there is always 
danger that sudden and sev er bleed­ 
ing may take place, and under such 
co nditio ns o peratio n beco mes mo re 
hazardo us. 
It wo uld seem that the safest 
co urse to pursue is to hav e an o p­ 
eratio n do ne whenev er it is believ ed 
th at an ecto pic pregnancy has o c­ 
curred. 
During the o peratio n, the affected 
tube, as a rule, is remo v ed, since, if 
it was respo nsible fo r the dev elo p­ 
ment o f the ecto pic pregnancy in 
cne instance, to e o o nditio n might 
recur in a .subsequent pregnancy. 
It Is impo rtant th at o ccurrence o f 
ecto pic pregnancy b e bo rne in mind 
so that, if sympto ms suggesting it 
dev elo p, o peratio n may be pro mptly 
carried o ut, thus resulting in the 
sav ing o f Hie.
